—entirely gone; and in 
its 
place 


comes to view a rather pretty and 
finely located residence that Mr. .1o- 
Fejih C. Pettigrew is making for him- 
self 
from 
the remains of the old 


structure. 
The above poetic quota- 


tion may not befit the recollections 
that "hang around" the 
dingy old 


prison, and Ecmc one- may think that 
its fragrance was quite other than 
that of roses. But. the new residence 
is blooming out like a bud from the 
old vine, and henceforth will sweeten 
the memory .of the past record of the 
old location. 


In the first chapter of the story of 


the Old Jail, mention was made of 
Daniel Hodgkins. "Old Daniel" was 
a familiar character to every 
one 


who ranged about the West End sev- 
enty years ago.

highly entertaining. He believed in 
his pro-existence in different ages of 
the world. He wo'dld tell of having 
worked.a hundred years with Xoah in 
the ark, and gave particular descrip- 
tions of its construction. 
The roof, 


he said, was curiously constructed of 
hollows and rounds, in such a way as 
to be Invulnerable to water. The an- 
imals which were admitted to 
the 


ark, he said, were reduced to anat- 
omies after entering and thus com- 
pactly stored away. 
He 
described 


the Deluge as a tremendous storm — 
two drops of rain filling a pint meas- 
ure. He also assisted in the building 
of 
Solomon's 
temple 
and 
always 


spoke with much gratitude 
of 
the 


kind attentions 
he 
received 
from 


King Solomon. His mind dwelt mucli 
upon what he had read of mechani- 
cal genius in ancient history, 
until 


he thought he had actually been em- 
ployed In .various ancient structures. 
His sketches of character and rela- 
tion of incidents In the lives of those 
whom he thought he 
had 
met in 


those times was very amusing. 


The first we hear of 
Old Daniel 


was early in the century, when Mr. 
Benjamin 
Brown 
of Chester 
one 


morning found him at work upon his 
premises—at breakfast time he took 
his place at. the • table, and without 
any ceremony, or words, at once 'es- 
tablished himself as a member of the 
faml'ly, where he remained until 1SOS, 
when he went to Greenland, and'in 
"very much the same manner made 
his home in 
the 
family of 
Jqlin 


Weeks, Esq., having left Mr. Brown 
as unceremoniously as he came. 


While he was with Mr. Brown an 


out-fiulldlng was fitted up for him 
and he was furnished with a set ol 
joiners' tools. He kept constantly at 
work there excepting when he was 
wanted on the. farm, from year's end 
to year's end. He was an excellent 
workman, one of his productions be- 
ing a set op Venetian blinds for the 
house of Chief Justice 
Richardson. 


When alone he was constantly talk- 
ing to himself. Mr. Brown once asked 
him to make a windmill 
to 
scare 


crows from his cornfield. 
Instead of 


a common windmill he attached 
to 


the main shaft all the cog and lan- 
tern wheels incident to a common 
mill. 
When asked what the small 


wheels were for he said 
the 
large 


wheels were to scare the crows, and 
the small wheels to scare the little 
birds!

He said lie was a soldier 
during 


the Indian wars and that ne 
once 


met an Indian in the woods, 
when 


they each fired at the same instant— 
that his charge entered the Indian's 
gun and that of the Indian entered 
his; they fired again -with the same 
effect, and kept it up with the same 
results all day, until finding it of no 
use they separated. 


A tenant of Mr. Brown wanted a 


well dug on the premises of the rent- 
ed building. When Old Dauicl h'eard 
of It ho told Mr. Brown that 8000 
years before ho remembered 
Ihdro 


was a well in that lot: and said hp 
would go out after breakfast and dig 
it out. Nothing more was said 
or 


thought of it, but at dinner Daniel 
came home and said ho had dug out 
that well. Mr. Brown wont out and 
found, much to his astonishment, a 
well apparently dug and stoned

many years before and now in good 
order. The mouth had been covered 
with flat stones, now with overgrown 
soil so that no one would have sus- 
pected tho well. Probably Daniel's

that he had made it as sho request- 
ed, just as if the request had been 
made the day before.

He remained with Mr. Brown till 


1SOS, 
when he suddenly disappeared. 


After a time a letter came from Dea- 
con Weeks of Oreneland, telling him 
that a man had come to his house, 
saying that lie had lived with 
Mr. 


Brown. Mr. Brown replied giving an 
acount of Hodgkins,'and Old Daniel 
remained'In the Deacon's family until 
his arrest and imprisonment in the 
jail In 1S21.

The only question is how far they are 
prepared to go In the direction of as- 
suming control of the internal affairs 
of the country. 


Germany's interests in Persia are 


large,, especially in connection with 
her Bagdad railway scheme,-and she 
sees them doomed to disappear should 
Russia and England divide the shah's 
land and control between themselves. 


Two years ago Russia and Great 


Britain entered into a treaty for the 
control of the'Persian empire, the in- 
terest of England being due to the 
fact that her Indian colonies He part- 
ly on the Persian gulf and it was felt 
essential that no other European power 
obtain a foothold there. 


Russia has won by conquest from 


Turkey nil the territory

Germany Objects to England Landing 


Troops In Persia and Orders Them 
Out 


Berlin, |Nov. 1—According to semi 


official information given out today 
the Foreign office has sent an ultima 
turn to. England that the British mar 
Inefi iandeti at LlngaL,, rersia, must 
tie withdrawn at. once. 


The Persian situation has been re 


garded as* getting more and more 
critical for several 
months. 
The 


greatest excitement prevailed In Ber- 
l|fi yesterday, when news was receiv- 
ed that England had landed a force 
of armed men in Persia. The action 
was regarded as part of a deal be 
tween England and Russia to divide 
Persia and force Germany out of Its 


ils along the Persian gulf, 
~he situation in Persia reached 


such a critical stage some months ago 
that both Great Britain and Russia 
decided .to deal with, it^by radical 
measures. The only' question is how 
far they are prepared to go in the 
direction of assuming control of the 
internal affairs of the country. 


Germany's interest in Persia are 


large, especially in connection with 
her Bagdad railway scheme, and sh« 
sees them doomed to disappear should 
Russia and England divide the Shah's 
land and control between themselves 


Two years ago Hussia and Great 


Britain entered into a treaty for the 
control of the Persian empire, the in 
terest of England being due to the 
fact that her Indian colonies lie part- 
ly on the Persian Gulf and it was felt 
essential that 
no 
other 
European 


power obtain a foothold there. 


Russia: has won by conquest from 


Turkey all the1 territory along the 
no'ftbern boundary of Persia and ab- 
solutely controls the Caspian Sea. It 
was agreed that Russia would take 
care of the northern half of Persta- 
and England the southern half.- Eng-, 
and had been1 letting things sort of 
drift along until some months ago, 
and now that she has landed troops 
there it has waked up Germany.
